MRS. LESLIE’S TRIBUTE. 


She Speaks in Praise of the Poet as Husband, 


Father and Friend. 

There {% probably pe one Individual in this 
eountry more deeply grieved and shocked over 
the disclosures which have brought about the 
downfall of Oscar Wilde than Mrs. Frank 
Leslie. 

Mr. Leslie’s marital difficulties with his 
brother never at any time disturbed the cordial 
relations which existed between herself and 
Osear Wilde. She saw him frequently during 
her yearly sojourns in London, and was always 
a welcome guest, both at hls own bome and that 
of his mother, Lady Wilde. 

Mrs, Lesife regards O«car Wilde as easily the 
most brilliant conversxationalist of bly time. She 
says she woull not have believed evil of htin 
from any other lips than his own, and now that 
he stands convicted by his own admissfons she 
ia still loth to credit them, for she declares they 
do not tally with the wonderful purity and af- 
fection which pervade the man‘s private Ife. 

Mrs. Lesile’s acqualntance with Oscar Wilde 
dates from the time of his visit to this country 
fifteen years agu, when he tlashed upon us the 
brilllant eccentricity of his aesthetic fad, then 
In the zenith of its extravagance. 

The friendship then formed has continued 
ever since. Mrs. Leslle since that time has 
heen on terms of the Closest intimacy with the 
Wilde famlly, so that no one 1¢ better entitlet 
tu speak authoritatively of the churacter and 
home life of the brilliant man whose career 
xeema te be abont ended. Mra. Lesife’s re- 
marks iu this direction will be found both 
spley and entertaining. 

TUE PUZZLE OF HER LIFE. 

“This terrible thing that hat cume upon Mr. 
Wilde.” sald: Mre, Lesile yesterday, “Is the 
greatest puzzle of my Ufe. I cannot reconcile 
it with what I know of Oscar Wilde. Remem- 
ber, my oplaton is baned upon what I’ve seen 
of him in his home. as husband, sou and friend. 
He has always heen a devoted son. Never a 
day passes but that he visits bis delightful old 
roother, bearing with him some gift of flowers 
or frult. He has said to me, the tears welling 
up in hia eyes, ‘Ah, it will be the blackest day 
in my life when my mother Is taken from me.” 
I was moved by his emotion, and said, ‘How 
you love ber!” ‘Yes,” he replied, ‘she’s the best 
mother that ever lived.’ 

“Oscar Wildela the youngest of three children. 
There were alyo William and Isola. The latter, 
whe was named for some old Irish princes, 
died when she was fourteen years oll. Oscar 
was certainly the tower of the flock, both men- 
tally and physically. You know at Oxfonl he 
graduated with the very highest honors. Per- 

apy, alas! he contracted this bad habit, If In- 
deed he Ix cullty of It. at the University. 

“The unfortunate thing, however, Is that In 
London this abuse f4 very widespread. In my 
renidence there I have been continually bearing 
of it a4 the by-play to almost every celebrated 
divorce suit that was in the mouths of the 
gossips, 

“Why it had even gone so far, while I was

fair complexion. . 

Charles Parker, nineteen years of age. was 
the first witness examined. He gave in detall 
the particulars of his Iutroduction to Wilde by 
Taylor, and stated that the latter said Wilde 
wag “good for money.” Parker testified that 
he had frequently dined with Wilde at vartous 
restaurants, und detailed the conversations be- 
tween them on those vecaslons. He also told 
of visits to the Savoy Hotel with Wilde and of 
meeting Wilde at bis chambers In St. James’ 
place. He made frequent visits to the latter 
place. Parker swore that he bad reeelved 
money and other presents upon almost every 
occasion. 

The story told by Parker, if true, proves the 
case of the treasury against Wilde. Counsel 
for Wilde and Taylor reserved their right to 
cross-examine Parker, who was bound over In 
the sum of £85 to give evidence in the Old 
Malley proceedings. : 

TAYLOR'S THA PARTIES, 

William Parker, a brother of the first wit- 
nes« called, was placed on the stand, and 
contirmed the story of the first meeting be 
tween his brother and Wilde ln Mareb, 189% 

The lahdlady of the house in which Taylor 
fudged was next examined, and gave testl- 
mony regarding the youths who attended the 
tea parties given by Taslor. She sald she had 
heard Taylor address somebody as Osear, but 
aid not recognize Wilde as having been one 
of her lodger’s visitors. 

Alfred Weod, the man whose pasxage to 
America was pald by Wilde, upon being sworn, 
teatifled that he met Wille at the Cafe Royal, In 
January, 1893. He went to Wilde's hotse, No, 
1G Tite street, Chelser. SW. 

The witness sald Wilde bas given him al- 
together £35, upon the receipt of which sum he 
had banded over to Wilde a number of letters 
written by him. Subsequently he went to 
Americi, remaining abroad feurteen months, 
He desired to go to America, he said, to get 
away from Wilde and certain other persons, 
who are now absent from England. 

The next witnes4 wis_a youth named Mavor, 
who absolutety denled that be had heen guiltz 
of any misconduct with Wilde, and alse denied 
positively that he had adwmitted to the Muraate 
of Queensbury or the latters solleltor that 
there had been anything wrovg iu his relations 

Wilde. 
“Wilde and Tatlor were remanded in enstody. 
A request was made that the prisoners be ad. 
mitted to ball, but ball was refused. 
MORALITY AND ART.

a certuln Duke whose wife 4 Queen Victoria's 
dearest friend. The Queen « ily silenced 
sxeandal, however, by Inviting him to go to Italy 
with her. 

In the case of Wilde these revelations must 
necessarily damn him forever in Engil<h soclety, 
in which be had mage both for hinmelf and hi« 
family a proud position. Indeed. the Wildes 
went everywhere, and at thele well appointed 
home tn Tite street one wax always sure of 
meceting the very brightest persons in England. 

FIRST MEETING WITTE WILDE. 

“My tirst meeting with Oscar Wide oecurredl 
fifteen years age, when he visited this couantrp. 
He brought letters of Introduetion to me. and 
did all I could for him In the way of advertising 
hiniin my publications and printing his pleture 
1 shall never forget how incensed) he was at 
some of the Interviews with bln which ap- 
peared In the dally papers. He hated reporters, 
and poured out bis sent te me on the subject. 
T tried! te instrnet him tn our ways, and later he 
sald to me that it was a beautiful mystery to 
him how he hat got along ao well as he did. 
**You know, however, that he dropped all hi« 
eccentricities of dress when he left this com- 
try. He also dropped the O'Flaherty from his 
name. The Oscar Wide whe retirned to Eng- 
land was the contentional nineteenth century 
gentleman, quiet fo dress and reserved in man- 
ner. 

“The very first place lo uny history of the 
Wilde family. however. should be ziven te 
Osear’s mother. Half the good things Osear 
Wilde saya were first said by bi« mother. She 
wea Misy Elgie, and eomes of a fine old Irtsh 
fainily, She ivy wonderful old woman, now tn 
the sxeventles, but as bright and alert as she 
was thirty years ago, As a girl she achieved 2 
Breat reputation as a poet, writing under the 
Haine of ‘Speranza’ for Ireland's Wberty, The 
story goes that her spirited aul to arms wag at- 
tributed to an eminent pablle man, who was are 
rested on the charge. 

“When she heard of it this slendec girl arose 
in court and publicly acknowledged the author: 
ship of the dangerous lines in question. She 
Was always a heroine, brave. intreplit. lofty of 
soul Dr Wilde, her husband. was knighted 
for xervices he had rendered to his country as 
anvcnilst. He possessed wonderful skill in this 
rection. It wis owlng to the suceess of ar 
eperation performed by hint upon King Oscar 
of Sweden that that mouareh eondescended to 
uct as godfather to the little Oscar Wilde. 

THE WILDE HOME IN DURLIN, 

“The Wilde howe during Osear’s childhood 
was in Merrfon square. Dublito. It’s hesplta - 
ity was famous, Mre. Wilde entertained right 
royally. It wus 3 common thing In thar hogee 
for the table to he set with forty covers. Every: 
Inndy was welvome. There never was a boarl 
Where so omuch wit xeintitated ay at Lady 
Wilde's. I have never seen apy one with hee 
grace in entertaloing. 

“Lads Wide was always fond of dres<, anit 
{4 so to this day. Old as she Is, and bedeid- 
fen, she Js still as daluty abont her person as 
an aristocratic belle In her first season. Hor

Oscar Wilde comes of- parentage -distiz- 
gushed alike in soclal and in. fntellectual life. 
Hits father was Sir William Wilde, tho late 
eminent surgeon, who for mniy years was sur- 
xeon ocullst to Queea Victoria. who was the 
founder and ‘tifeloug chief of staff of St 
Mark's Opthalmfc and Aural Hospital, of 
Dublin; who had a Hpropean reputation In his 
profession, who wielded 2d dinmense personal 
influence In Ireland thronzh his mazuetic quall- 
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to antiquariaas and historlans by his pas- 
slonate devotion to the study of archaeology. 
Twice he was elected ‘president of the Royal 
Irish Academy in Dabuln. His published 
works, “The Shares of Lough Corrib and Lough 
Mask,."* are everywhere recognized as scholarly 
contributions te the early history of Ireland. 
Me was kalghted tn 1853 in recognition both of 
dis professicnal shill and of his arduous and 


successful labers In producing the first elaborate 
and reliable censns of lls native lacd. 

Oscar Wilde’s mother, who is stil allve, at 
the age of seventy-seven, Is perhaps the most 
famous woman poet of Iretand. Her patriotic 
poeins and lyries, preaduced under the psendo- 
nymof “Speranza,” endeared her to the hearts 
of her countrymen, Une especially, “The Fam- 
{ne fn Ireland.’ is stilt remembered. and may 
be found in almost any anthology of poetry. 
It is a grim and masterly description of the 
desolation produced by the famine af 1849, 

In Dublin she built up the Iterary salon 
which existed there. Her receptlous were al- 
ways crowded by Hterary and political celebri- 
(les, and expeekuly by those who had the cause 
of young Ireland at heart. 

NER GARTER IN LONDOX, 

More recently she removed to Lontign and still 
euntinued to cultivate the society of the most 
emluent men and women of the tine. She ig 
not without some of the affee.ationsathich after. 
ward brought her_sou Inte notoriety. Mer cosey 
drawing reom, whose curftalns are vbways Close. 
iy drawa, is softly lighted with ergtmsed siken 
shaded lamps, The hostess, tall and dignified, 
and richlg dressed, moves among ber guests 
with 2 dignified and gracious manner, convers- 
ing easily and Tatelligently on the leading toples 
of the day,tn a syinpathetic velce that fevegls 
her warm Inkh nature. A contirmed woman's 
right woinan, she recently, in conipany with 
Lady Henry. Somerset, led a movement whos 
purpose was the securing from the crown o 
des of honor for her sex similar to those which 
are conferra) on men. Hf the litter, she argued, 
could be made barons or haronets for notable 
deeds doue, why should women be exempted? 

Thus, the bor who was born on October 16, 
ING. was brought up in an atmosphere of en- 
thustasm And agitation. He was constantly 
with his father and nother, alwaya among 
xrown persons, and before he was in his teens 
had heard every creed advocated and attacked 
at his father’s dinner table. lis early educa- 
tion was conducted at home, where he was given 
the finest of all educators, the best literature 
of the day, He travelled much, both in France 
and Germany. and imbibed a love for Heine 
and for Goethe, but mere especially for the 
French poets, remancers and novelists, whose 
Influence, not always for the best. remains with 
him to this day. 

TRAINING AT OXFURD. 

Before golng to Oxford he apent a sear In 
Dublin University, where he captured a schol- 
arshlp and the gold inedal for Greek. Then. in 
1s74, he matriculated at Magdalen College, Ox- 
ford, aud in the four vears be was there took 
two scholarships and won the guerdon most 
coveted by ambitious students, the Newdigate 
prize for poetry. His subject was *Ravenna,”’ 

It was at Oxford that he became a passionate 
atsciple of Ruskin, who lectured there on Flor- 
entine art. Ttuskin was not content with mere 
lecturing. Four days in every week he devoted 
himself to teaching the Nower of British youth 
how to devote its strength to the practical art 
of. ‘Yewing stones for the highwacs, Young 
Wlde was even then'a Sybarite, carefal of his 
conifort and found of luxury; Yet under the tn, 
dnence of the waster he would cheerfully rise 
atearly dawn to earn the glory of filling Ras: 
hin’s own special wheelbarrow with stones bro- 
hen by dis own right arin. 
ls rooms were gorgeously decorated_ with 
trensares of art and virtu, riom Burne Jones’ 
pictures to Damascus tries, and the famous blue 
china which wa3 always a part of his cult In 
his vacation. 

He followed Ruskin to Italy. In Florence he 
found a new faspiration. ard a new passion in 
tthe, gorgeous ceremonials, the color and glow 
of the Catholic Church. Protestantism always 
seemed cfude and raw to him, Aud in Ireland 
even Catholicisa forgets Its potentiality of 
charm. Wide eame back to Eogland in aes- 
thetle feellug at Jeast a Catholic. 
It was then that he produced his first poems 
which show the influence of this new cult, 
and many of which were published in Catholic 
perlodicals. One of these, on “Rome Un- 
tated? attracted ube attention of Cardinal 
Newman. A lecture by the other great Catbolg, 
,Cardingal Manning, on Catholic Oxford, which 
Wile attended at this period of traugition, aF- 
most Induced bini to follow many of his friends 
into open adberence to Rome. Lut now a new 
Influence stepped Into his life. 

Hie VISIT TO GREECK, 
Professor J. . Mahaffey, the Greck scholar, 
had meen strongly attracted by the ardent 
yonns poet, He toak Oscar 10 Greece, he in- 
epired him with bls own love for Hellenie life, 
Mterature and art. : 
Vagapism triumphed aver Chrietlan Catholl- 
cis, Young Wilde returned to Osfotd a con- 
Lrmed classicist. Poetry was still the medium 
through which he expressed his new cult. In 
I8@S'he took his degree, Tire he went to Uva 
In London, * o's = ” 
I{ere he soon began to attract attention by 
Els eccentricities, [le frequented the drawing 
mons of Mine Modjeska and Mrs. Langtry, 
for Voth of whom he eapressed the wildest de- 
Votion. The first treated blm only with the po- 
Itteuese and amilability which sle was accus- 
temed to extend to every habitue of her draw: 
{ng room. As for Mis. Langtry. she viewed 
him at first as an amu-ing Innatie, and when 
his rhap-odies and dreams falled to divert her 
sue was seen less frequenlly at his rose col- 
ored afternoon teas, one peculiarity of which,

aroused, British manhood was, For years past 


Oscar Wilde was quietly avoided by the better 
class, even of men about town. 

It was intimated, though under the breath, 
that he was a person not to be courted. Vague 
whispers, all the more awful, perhaps, for their 
very vagueness, pissed from masculine lips 
about the horror of his inner Hfe. The whis: 
pers did not reach the blazoument of print, they 
did not pollute the ears of the lunoecent, None 
the less, they caused Oscar Wilde to be shunned 
by those whose taboo Is a stigma and a re- 
proach. At last an angry father uttered aloud 
what others had only whispered. With that ut- 
terance, Oscar Wilde fell. 

He has fallen s0 decp that no hand can raise 
him without being besmirched with his own 
Infamy. Hnt In the gutter where he Iles we 
ean, Without offence, do him such justice, at 
least, as he deserved. He was certuinly a good 
son, paticnt, loving, devoted. He appeared to 
he 2 kind husband and a fond father, and his 
work had muca init that was useful. It ia a 
pity that his hatred of conyentionality and tra- 
ditional shams had so much Jin it that was {t- 
self a sham, and worse. 

Literature, art and life In England, as else. 
where, need an apostle who sbould clenr it of 
cant. Even Oscar Wilde’s favorite trick—that 
of taking the tvorn out proverbs, the so called 
axtoms and truisms whieh that portentous 
thing, the bourgeoix respectability of England,

Jesse M. Gregory, who shot and killed his 
wife, Clara, af No, 423 Eighth avenue, on Fri- 
day night, and afterward escaped, as told in 
yesterday’s HERALD, was, arrested yesterday 
morning in his room, No. 374 Hudson street. 
He had attempted to commit suicide by shoot- 
ing himself three times and by cutting the veing 
of his Jeft wrist. He was taken to St. Vin- 
cent’s Hospital by the police. If‘Is sald he will 
probably recover. 

‘After Gregory had shot his wife he made hts 
escape by running down West Thirty-tirst street 
toward the river. Shortly after ten o’clock 
Police Captain MeCullagh, of the West Thirty- 
seventh street station, detailed Policemen Will- 
lam Brawn and Warren Maxson to search for 
Gregory They went to the house where the 
crime was committed, and found Mrs. John 
Martin, a sister of Mrs. Gregory, and obtainéd 
a tintepe picture of Gregory. It was taken 
fifteen years ago. 

The Jateness of the hour made the search for 
the man difficult. Although Gregory ts said not 
to have been a drinking man, yet the policemen 
visited the saloons in the vicinity of the Sa- 
vannah Steamship line, where he often worked, 
believing that he might have returned to that 
nelghborhood and taken to drink to efface the 
remembrance of his crime. 

No trace of nim whatever could be found until 
the policemen met a ’longshoreman, who recog- 
nized Gregory from the tintype. He said, how- 
ever, that Gregory was known among ‘long- 
shorenien as the “Little Silver King,’’ because 
of his white halr and supposed general reseim- 
blance to the leading character In the play 
named the “Silver King.” 

FOUND HIM AT LAST. . 

The longshoremen could not give Gregory's 
address more closely than that he had for sev- 
eral weeks occupied a room either in Hudson, 
Greenwich or Washington street, near West 
Houston. Brown and Maxson then began & 
systematic search for the man. At No, It 
King street they were to.d that he had lived 
there, but left some time ago. From the oc. 
ecuparts of the house they obtained a fulrty good 
description of him as he new appears. 

After visiting many houses they finally called 
ar No. 374 Hudson sxtrect, where furnished 
10©0ms are rented by Mrs, McManus. She said 
that she knew no one by the name of Gregory, or 
“Little Silver Kirg.’? The policemen went 
away, but returned a few minutes later. 

They learned that Mrs. MeManus rented the 
top flvor to a woman, who subrented roons, 
This wuinan also said she knew no one named 
Gregory, ner any person having his nickname. 

Trown: determined to search the rooms, how- 
ever.: In answer to his knock at the door of 4 
small hall room a man opened it, and Brown 
quickly torced his way in. The occupant, wha 
vore valy bis underclothes, was covered with

Hiood. Brown asked him if his name was 
Gregory, and he replled:—

In answer to the policeman’s question as to 
where und when he wounded himself he replicd 
that he did It in the street. Pollce Captaln Me- 
Cullagh believes this to have been improbable. 
but Policeman Brown was unable to tind a pis- 
tol in the room, and the occupants of the house 
fad head no shots fired. 

Gregory was taken to St. Vincent's Hcspital 
Dr. Coyle reports that he had only one seifions 
wonnd, which Is In the side, the bullet having 
passed upward and entered the lung. 

WILL PROBABLY RECOVER,

Well Conducted Distillery at No. 
- 119 Division Street. 


A raid was made on a moonshine distillery 
in the basement at No, 119 Division street 
yesterday by Deputy Collectors T. F. Dris- 
coll, Willam F, Rausch and Joseph E. Nejedly, 
of Collector Grosse’s staff. A fully equipped 
distillery, such as fs familiar to officers in the 
east side districts, was found, and abou. a 
hundred gallons of mash. 

Neither the proprietor nor any of his assist- 
ants was In the place at the tlme the rald was 
made, but it was sald that they have been lo- 
cated and will be arrested before many hours. 
The proprietor {s sald to be known under the 
name of Gordon, although he is a Russian He- 
brew. He has been In the place about six 
months, and for two months he has been un- 


der suspicion. The distillery was in Deputy 
Collector Driscoll’s division, and he has seen a 
suspiciously large number of pedlers leaving 
the shop. 

The ostensible businesz conducted was the 
sale of unfermented wine, said to be known as 
“passah’? or “hosher’? wine. About two hun- 
dred gallons of this wine was found, and it. 
with the hundred gallons of mash, was contl+ 
cated and taken to the office of the Third Inter- 
nal Revenue district. The still was also taken 
away. and the rest of the apparatus was 
smashed into a harmless condition, ag the law 
provides, 

The house at No. 119 Division street is a 
“double decker’? tenement, with two stores on 
the main floor, and two Ilitle basement shops. 
The moonshine establishment occupied one of 
the latter at the southwest side. The steps lead- 
ing down to it are steep and furbidding, and the 
general alr of the establishmeut ts about as des 
olate aa is to be found on the cast side. There 
were about a dozen barrels in the front room 
when the raid was made, and they pretty well 
filled it. The rear room, where the still was, is 
even smatler, AM the cracks In the walls and 
celling had been carefully plastered up to pre- 
vent the smell of spirits from excaping. 

The moonshiner was distinctly a prudent 
minded person, for although be had an off stove 
with which to run the still, he had also tapped 
the gas pipe leading to the store overhead. 
With similar economical forethought. he had 
also tapped the water pipe of the house, thus 
obtaining gas and water free. A rubber pipe 
had also been connected with the sewer pipe. to 
carry off the waste. Three gas stove< were 
found in the place. There was also an arrange- 
ment fer using ¢val to run the sthh 

While the raid’ was in progress a Sabbath 
day group of Russian Hebrews gazed ats the 
work with looks of tute protest against such 
ruthless interference with thrifty Industry. 

The stil was of fron, and about the size of an 
ordinary whi-key barrel. Copptr boilers were 
included in the outfit. It is expected that cer- 
tain Jiquor sellers who bonght the produce of 
this still will be arraigned before the United 
States Court to-morrow. Gordon's landlord is 
Max Jablonsky.
